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MAYOR'S   ADDRESS, 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

It  becomes  us,  in  commencing  the  labors  of  another  year, 
to  recognize  the  wisdom  and  goodness  of  God  in  the  past 
and  to  implore  the  continuance  of  his  favor  in  the  future. 
Twenty  years  ago,  Dover  was  organized  under  her  city  char- 
ter. In  the  short  period  of  one-fifth  of  a  century,  she  has 
grown  to  a  populous  and  vigorous  city,  and  has  every  pros- 
pect of  further  rapid  growth  for  many  years  to  come.  Her 
enterprise  and  wealth  have  kept  pace  with  her  increase  of 
population.  The  whole  past  of  our  city  teaches  us  that  we 
must  not  only  provide  for  our  present  wants,  but  also  for 
future  growth  and  expansion.  But  we  may  congratulate 
ourselves  that  with  the  increasing  demands  of  our  city  our 
means  and  wealth  to  meet  those  demands  have  kept  even 
pace.  A  wise  and  economical  use  of  the  resources  within 
our  reach  will  amply  supply  all  the  demands  of  our  city 
without  burdening  our  people.  I  can  only  repeat  to  you 
the  sentiments  of  my  address  of  last  year,  that  the  highest 
wisdom  demands  that  we  should  so  thoroughly  do  our  work 
each  year  as  it  passes,  and  with  such  reference  to  future  ne- 
cessities, that  what  is  once  done  may  permanently  remain 
and  meet  the  wants  of  the  city  for  time  to  come.     And  let 


me  impress  upon  you  the  propriety  of  making  each  year 
meet  its  own  burdens.  So  far  as  is  possible,  let  us  not  im- 
pose upon  the  future  the  payment  of  expenditures  for  pres- 
ent purposes.  In  a  time  of  peace,  when  no  extraordinary 
outlays  are  demanded,  the  taxation  of  each  year  ought  to 
meet  and  pay  its  expenditures.  Our  debt  is  large.  Let  us 
not  increase  it.  Let  our  policy  be  the  liquidation  and  not 
the  increase  of  the  city  debt.  With  these  preliminary  and 
general  remarks,  allow  me  to  call  your  attention,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  our  charter,  to  more  particular 
and  special  suggestions  and  recommendations. 

SCHOOLS. 

In  building  up  and  governing  a  city,  the  education  of  the 
young  must  ever  claim  our  first  attention.  This  truth, 
commonplace  as  it  may  seem,  can  not  be  too  constantly  in 
our  minds.  Of  what  avail  will  be  all  this  expenditure  of 
money,  this  care,  anxiety  and  labor  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment, year  by  year,  to  improve,  build  up,  regulate  and 
adorn  our  city,  if,  in  the  future,  it  is  to  fall  into  the  hands 
and  under  the  control  of  a  population,  ignorant  and  vicious, 
that  will  no  longer  appreciate,  guard  and  perpetuate  our 
good  work?  While  we  aim  to  make  our  city  attractive  and 
desirable  to  live  in,  let  us  especially  strive  to  transmit  it  to 
a  generation  worthy  to  receive  it — a  generation  prepared  by 
education  and  intelligence  to  continue  and  improve  the  good 
work  which  we  have  begun.  It  devolves  upon  us  in  the 
coming  year  to  furnish  the  means  to  maintain  and  conduct 
these  schools  in  our  city.  I  recommend  for  them  a  gener- 
ous appropriation. 

STREETS. 

I  need  not  enlarge  upon  the  importance  of  good  streets 
and  ways  for  the  accommodation  of  public  travel.  The 
opening  and  construction  of  broad,  well-built  streets  will  al- 


ways  add  to  the  wealth  and  beauty  of  our  city.  I  take 
pleasure  in  calling  attention  to  the  great  improvement  in  our 
streets  during  the  past  year,  and  I  trust  the  work  so  w^ell 
begun  may  be  continued  during  the  present  year.  The  fol- 
lowing streets  have  been  laid  out  and  accepted  the  past 
year  :  Baker  street,  leading  from  Broadway,  Hough,  Ma- 
ple and  Grove  streets  on  the  Building  Association  grounds, 
and  Lexington  street,  leading  from  Washington  to  Silver 
street.  And  two  pieces  of  new  road  have  been  built  in  the 
outside  districts, — one  piece,  above  the  County  Farm,  cost- 
ing for  construction  about  $230  besides  the  land  damage  ; 
the  other  piece,  near  Andrew  T.  Roberts's,  costing  $400  be- 
sides the  cost  of  the  right  of  way.  There  has  been  some  con- 
siderable amount  of  crushed  stone  used  on  the  streets,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  competent  judges  of  a  good  highway  ;  and 
inasmuch  as  we  have  the  crusher,  and  a  ledge  close  by,  I 
would  recommend  that  we  use  very  much  more  the  year  to 
come  than  we  have  in  the  year  just  past.  It  will  readily  be 
seen  that  a  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  upon  our 
public  streets,  but  much  more  yet  remains  to  be  done.  I 
recommend  a  liberal  appropriation,  and  that  the  improve- 
ments go  forward  as  fast  as  rigid  economy  will  admit,  re- 
membering that  it  is  more  economical  to  keep  the  streets 
in  repair  than  to  suffer  and  pay  for  the  defects.  The  ap- 
propriation for  streets  the  past  year  was  $12,000,  which,  I 
think,  all  will  agree  has  been  judiciously  expended. 

FIRE     DEPARTMENT. 

We  have,  I  think,  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  on 
the  extremely  good  condition  in  which  this  department  is 
now  found.  Not  only  does  it  often  receive  the  commenda- 
tion of  strangers  for  its  excellence  compared  with  the  like 
elsewhere,  but  we  ourselves  see  the  proof  of  this  in  the  very 
small  number  of  destructive  fires  that  we  have   had  for  quite 
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a  long  period  of  time.  The  apparatus  has  been  increased 
by  the  addition  of  a  new  steamer,  size  No.  2,  which  works 
admirably.  One  thousand  feet  of  new  hose  has  also  been 
furnished,  and  the  small  steamer  has  been  thorouglily  re- 
paired. The  condition  of  the  department  speaks  highly  in 
praise  of  the  competency  and  ability  of  the  Chief  Engineer, 
as  also  of  the  officers  and  members  generally. 

POLICE. 

Our  present  police  consists  of  a  day  and  night  force.  I 
take  great  pleasure  in  saying  that  this  department,  meagre 
though  it  is  in  comparison  with  our  population,  is  well  or- 
ganized and  disciplined,  managed  by  faithful  and  competent 
officers,  and  is  acceptably  performing  its  duties.  As  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  city,  I  would  most  earnestly 
unpress  upon  you  the  importance  of  maintaining  the  purity, 
discipline  and  efficiency  of  the  police.  The  only  fault  that  I 
have  heard  through  the  year  just  past  of  this  department, 
comes  through  rumor,  and  not  by  actual  knowledge,  that 
some  members  of  the  force  visit  dram  shops  too  often  ;  and 
I  would  suggest  to  the  Councils  that  you  pass  an  ordinance 
forbidding  any  officer  visiting  one  of  these  places  unless  of- 
ficially. I  would  also  suggest  for  your  consideration  the 
propriety  of  uniforming  each  member  of  the  force. 

PUBLIC   HEALTH. 

We  have  great  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  that  the 
health  of  our  city  for  the  past  year  has  been  so  good.  No 
pestilence  or  prevailing  disease  has  visited  us.  Sanitary 
measures  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  years  have  been 
taken.  At  different  periods  through  the  summer  season,  the 
city  teams  were  employed  in  removing  all  filth  and  garbage 
from  all   streets,   lanes,  alleys   and  yards.     And  that    the 


vaults  might  be  oftener  cleaned  out,  I  would  suggest  the  idea 
of  allowing  the  night  wagons  to  run  the  whole  year,  without 
being  limited  from  the  20th  of  November  to  the  20th  of 
May. 

POOR   DEPARTMENT. 

The  expenditures  in  this  department  have  not  been  quite 
so  large  as  last  year,  which,  I  think,  is  encouraging,  consider- 
ing the  low  condition  of  business.  And  I  see  no  reason 
why  they  have  not  been  judiciously  made,  and  with  all 
proper  regard  to  the  wants  of  the  needy  and  deserving 
poor. 

CEMETERY. 

The  appropriation  of  last  year  was  expended  to  the  satis- 
faction of  all,  I  think,  and  the  committee  in  charge  did 
their  duty  faithfully.  I  would  recommend  a  larger  sum  this 
year  than  was  appropriated  last. 

rmANCE.

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WATER. 


I  desire  to  renew  the  recommendation  made  to  the  City 
Councils  a  year  ago  in  regard  to  the  introduction  of  water 
into  the' city  from  Willand's  Pond,  and  to  invite  your  atten- 
tion to  the  necessity  of  securing  without  delay  an  ample 
supply  for  domestic  and  fire  purposes.  The  advantages  to 
a  city  secured  from  such  a  supply  are  the  comfort  of  the 
people,  security  against  fire,  and  reduction  of  insurance  rates, 
and,  as  an  inducement  for  business  to  locate,  they  are  so  great 
that  in  my  judgment  no  intelligent  community  can  afford  to  be 
without  it  when  it  can  be  obtained  at  a  reasonable  cost.  I 
have  recently  examined  into  the  matter  somewhat  with  an 
engineer  of  experience  in  the  construction  of  water  works, 
and  may  safely  say  that,  in  our  peculiar  situation,  water  can  / 
be  introduced  from  Willand's  Pond  not  only  at  a  reasonable 
but  at  a  moderate  cost,  and  that  the  supply  would  undoubt- 
edly be  ample  for  the  wants  of  the  city  for  years  to  come  ;  but 
should  any  scarcity  occur  during  a  dry  season,  the  supply 
can  be  supplemented  by  pumping  temporarily  from  the  river 
at  a  trifling  expense,  using  the  pond  as  a  reservoir.  The 
probable  revenue  secured  from  the  sale  of  water  would  un- 
doubtedly pay  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  construction,  and 
also  provide  for  a  sinking  fund  for  the  eventual  retirement  of 
the  water  debt.  Water  works  here,  unlike  those  of  most  loca- 
tions, could  yield  a  revenue  for  this  purpose  when  but  par- 
tially completed.  The  principal  features  of  the  works  will 
be  the  necessary  structure  at  the  pond  and  a  main  pipe  From 
it  to  the  city.  These,  it  it  is  estimated,  will  cost  about 
$50,000,  and  this  outlay  would  introduce  the  water  to  the 
city.  The  smaller  pipes  could  then  be  laid  through  the 
streets  and  water  supplied  through  them  to  consumers,  and 
an  income  realized  for  them  as  fiist  as  laid.  The  present 
low  price  of  labor  and  materials  makes  this  time  favorable 


for  undertaking  this  work,  which  could  also  provide  employ- 
ment for  a  large  number  of  our  citizens.  I  have  presented 
the  general  features  of  the  subject  for  your  consideration, 
and  hope  the  matter  will  receive  early  attention  at  your 
hands,  assuring  you  that  in  any  measure  taken  towards  the 
accomplishment  of  this  object  you  will  have  my  hearty  sup- 
port and  aid ;  and  I  trust  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  all  the  community  may  enjoy  the  blessing  of  a  good 
supply  of  pure  water. 

CONCLUSION. 

Gentlemen,  I  have  called  your  attention  to  the  matters 
demanding  your  attention  which  are  the  most  prominent. 
Others  will  arise  from  time  to  time  during  the  year,  which 
I  shall  not  fail  to  bring  before  you.  You  are  not,  however, 
confined  to  my  suggestions  and  recommendations.  Each  of 
you  has  the  liberty,  and  is  intrusted  with  the  duty,  to  pre- 
sent such  subjects  for  the  action  of  the  government  as  seems 
to  you  important.  You  represent  different  wards  and  dif- 
ferent sections  of  the  city,  different  constituents  and  inter- 
ests. In  order  that  the  entire  interest  of  the  city  and  our 
people  may  be  cared  for,  and  that  no  one  interest  of  our 
city  may  be  favored  at  the  expense  of  another,  consider 
carefully  this  diversity  of  interests,  and  aim  at  the  good  of 
the  whole.  Let  there  be  always  a  fair,  full  and  unimpas- 
sioned  discussion  and  investigation  of  every  subject  that 
comes  up  for  your  consideration.  Coolness,  deliberation,  a 
firm  adherence  to  right,  accompanied  with  a  readiness  to 
yield  personal  preferences  and  a  respectful  consideration  of 
the  views  of  others,  should  mark  all  our  actions  and  will 
generally  bring  us  to  safe  and  wise  results.  Personally,  I 
have  no  purposes  to  accomplish,  except  such  as  shall  meet 
with  your  approbation  and  receive  your  cordial  support.  As 
in  the  past,  so  in  the  future,  I  desire  only  to  serve  the  city 
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that  has  re  -  elected  me  to  this  office,  faithfully  and  honestly, 
and  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  judgment.  In 
this  endeavor  I  shall  fail  without  your  forbearance,  co  -  op- 
eration and  support.  Upon  these  I  feel  confident  that  I  can 
rely  at  all  times.  "Working  together  in  harmony  and  good 
feeling,  as  I  trust  we  shall,  let  us  so  execute  the  trusts  im- 
posed upon  us,  that  we  may  ever  in  the  future  look  back 
with  satisfaction  and  pride  upon  our  year's  work,  and  be  sus- 
tained by  the  merited  approval  of  our  fellow  -  citizens.

City  of  Dover,  Dec.  30,  1875. 

The  undersigned  joint  standing  committee  on  Finance  of 
the  city  council  of  the  City  of  Dover  certify  that,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  an  existing  ordinance,  we  have 
examined  the  following  accounts  of  Franklin  Freeman ,  City 
Treasurer,  and  find  the  same  to  be  correctly  cast,  and  each 
payment  properly  vouched  by  a  Treasury  Order,  corres- 
ponding in  amount  with  the  vouchers  in  the  hands  of  the 
City  Clerk.  We  have  also  examined  the  sources  from 
which  the  income  of  the  past  year  has  been  derived,  and 
are  satisfied  that  he  has  charged  himself  with  the  total 
amounts  paid  into  the  city  treasury. 

We  find  that  the  total  receipts  into  the  Treasury  during 
the  year  ending  Dec.  30,  1875,  including  the  ($25,494.37) 
twenty-five  thousand,  four  hundred  ninety-four  dollars,  thir- 
ty-seven cents,  cash  balance  of  1874,  have  been  ($141,141.- 
82)  one  hundred  forty-one  thousand,  one  hundred  forty-one 
dollars,  eighty-two  cents. 

The  total  payments  during  the  same  time  have  been 
($128,801.^5)  one  hundred  twenty-eight  thousand,  eight 
hundred  one  dollars, twenty-five  cents.  Leaving  a  cash  bal- 
ance of  $12,340.57.

I  would  again  most  respectfully  recommend  that  one  pair 
of  horses  be  kept  in  the  engine  house  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year,  to  draw  Steamer  No  2  to  fires.

ESTABLISHED  BY  CITY  COUNCILS,  MARCH  20,  1865. 


Resolved,  I.  That  Highway  District  No.  1  be  extended 
to  the  Junction  of  Back  River  and  Durham  Roads. 

II.  That  Highway  Districts  Nos.  Two  and  Three,  be 
added  to  and  included  in  Highway  District  No.  One. 

III.  That  Highway  District  No.  Twenty-Two  be  ex- 
tended to  the  large  Elm  Tree  east  of  E.  Faxon's  house. 

ly.  That  so  much  of  Highway  District  No.  Twenty- 
three  as  runs  from  Rebecca  Pinkham's  gate  to  the  turn  of 
the  road  near  Andrew  T.  Roberts's  dwelling-house  be  disan- 
nexed  from  said  District  No.  Twenty-three,  and  annexed  to 
and  made  part  of  Highway  District  No.  Fourteen  ;  and  so 
much  as  runs  from  the  turn  of  the  road  near  the  dwelling- 
house  of  Samuel  H.  Hanson  to  Nathaniel  Carlton's  dwelling- 
house  be  disannexed  from  said  District  No.  Fourteen,  and 
annexed  to  and  made  part  of  Highway  District  No.  Twenty- 
three. 

V.  As  established  September  19,  1872.  That  so  much 
of  Highway  District  No.  Eight  as  lies   between  the  junction 
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of  Sixth  and  Grove  streets  and  the  westerly  end  of  the  Brick 
House  owned  by  John  B.  Hull  be  disannexed  from  the 
said  District  No.  Eight,  and  added  to  and  made  part  of 
Districts  Nos.  One,  Two  and  Three. 

District  No.  1 — Shall  embrace  all  the  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  in  the  compact  part  of  the  city,  also  Locust  (formerly 
High)  street  to  its  head,  Arch  street,  Silver  and  Washing- 
ton streets  to  their  junction  with  Arch,  Fourth  to  its  junc- 
tion with  Tolend  road,  Brick  street  to  its  junction  with 
Grove,  Franklin  street  to  its  junction  with  Chestnut  street 
at  the  house  of  Capt.  Porter,  the  Rollins  road  to  its  junction 
with  Fresh  Creek  road,  the  Turnpike  to  Rollinsford  line, 
Rogers  street  to  the  Gulf  road  west  of  Cushing's  Mills, 
Payne  street  to  the  culvert  beyond  Platte's  Hill,  Mt.  Pleasant 
to  Cross  road  to  Neck  road  near  James  Caton's  house.  Pleas- 
ant street  to  John  Meserve's  house  and  to  head  of  Locust. 

District  No,  2 — Shall  begin  at  Cushing's  Mills,  thence 
to  James  McDuffee's  gate,  the  old  road  by  Capt.  James  B. 
Guppy's  to  Fresh  Creek  road,  and  Fresh  Creek  road  east  to 
the  Rollins  road  to  Rollinsford  line. 

District  No.  3 — Shall  begin  on  Franklin  street  at  the 
house  of  Capt.  Porter,  near  the  corner  of  Chestnut  street, 
thence  to  the  house  of  Levi  Sawyer  on  Garrison  Hill,  in- 
cluding the  Fresh  Creek  road,  west  of  the  Rollins  road. 

District  No.  4 — Shall  beoin  at  the  house  of  Levi  Saw- 
yer  on  Garrison  Hill,  thence  to  Somersworth  line  and  W. 
Moore's  house ;  also  by  the  house  of  the  late  E.  Hurd  to 
Rollinsford  line. 

District  No.  5 — Shall  begin  at  Somersworth  line  near 
H.  Henderson's  house,  thence  down  to  Gage's  Hill,  also  by 
Moses  Hussey's  house  to  the  new  road,  and  to  Reynard's 
brook. 

District  No,  6 — Shall  be^fin  at  Somersworth  line  on 
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Blackwater  road,  thence  to  the  Rochester  and  Somersworth 
lines. 

District  No.  7 — Shall  begm  at  Reynard's  brook, south  of 
David  Sargent's  house,  thence  by  said  Sargent's  house  to 
Rochester  line ;  also  the  road  leading  by  the  school-house  to 
the  railroad  crossing  and  the  road  to  Moses  Farnham's.

District  Xo.  9 — Shall  begin  at  Indian  Brook  near  the 
house  of  Oliver  S,  Home,  thence  by  the  house  of  Joseph 
W.  Bennett  to  the  railroad  crossing,  on  the  cross  road  and 
to  the  railroad  crossing  near  the  Alms-house,  and  by  the 
house  of  Paul  Home  to  the  house  of  Moses  Farnham, 

District  No,  10 — Shall  beo-in  at  the  railroad  crossinoj 
near  the  Alms-house,  thence  by  the  house  of  Timothy  H. 
Snell  to  Rochester  line,  the  road  leading  to  John  Trickey's 
farm  and  the  cross  road  by  the  house  of  Horace  Kimball  to 
the  railroad  crossing. 

District  No.  11 — Shall  begin  at  Dover  point,  thence  to 
the  junction  of  the  roads  near  the  house  of  the  late  Jeremy 
Roberts. 

District  No.  12 — Shall  begin  at  John  Meserve's  house, 
thence  to  the  bridge  below  Stephen  Austin's  house. 

District  No.  13 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the 
roads  near  the  house  of  the  late  Jeremy  Roberts,  thence  to 
the  red  school-house,  and  main  road  to  and  across  the 
bridge  below  Stephen  Austin's  house,  with  all  the  cross 
roads.

District  No.  17 — Shall  begin  at  the  head  of  Locust 
Street,  thence  to  Spruce  lane,  the  Mast  road  to  Reynold's 
bridge,  the  Drew  Lane  and  the  Spruce  Lane. 

District  No.  18 — Shall  begin  at  the  Madbury  line, 
thence  by  Simon  J.  Torr's  house  to  Dunn's  Bridge,  the 
Mast  road  to  Reynold's  Bridge,  and  Pudding  Hill  to  Mad- 
bury line. 

District  No,  19 — Shall  bes-in  at  the  house  of  Joshua 
Trickey,  thence  by  the  house  of  Wm.
